Branches of Toc Н. On behalf of the members there to be assembled and of the much 
larger number they represent, the Central Executive of Toc H offers to Your Majesty, 
as Patron of Toc Н, and to Her Majesty The Queen, as Patroness of the Toc H League 
of Women Helpers, the loyal and affectionate greetings of the entire movement. 


Your Majesty may be interested to know that the new Branches whose Lamps are 
to be lit include thirteen in Argentina, Australia, Canada, India, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 


The work of Toc H, as Your Majesty knows, is carried out by a large number 
(at present 1,118 at home and 395 overseas) of small teams, rendering humble but 
uscful service in many ways but particularly to boys, to those who are cut off from the 
life of the community by sickness or infirmity, to those who are separated from home 
life and whosc greatest need is friendship, whether they be tramps in the casual ward, 
seamen at ports of call, travellers of commerce, or showmen at fairgrounds, and to 
those in Prisons and Borstal Institutions who need help, teaching and after-care. All 
this has proceeded steadily during the past year. 


Knowing as we do Your Majesty’s interest in boys’ camps, we feel that you may 
like to know of the steady progress of the North of England Schools and Clubs Camp, 
sponsored by Toc H and modelled upon Your Majesty’s Duke of York’s Camp, which 
again by the kindness of His Grace The Duke of Devonshire (as in previous years of 
his father who was our honoured Charter President) has been held at Chatsworth. 
The idea for which Your Majesty is responsible has spread overseas and camps on 


similar lincs have been brought into being partly through the instrumentality of 
Toc H in New South Wales and in South Australia. 


In South Africa Toc H is actively promoting study of the native question and its 
members are taking an increasing part in native welfare work. 


With the expansion of Your Majesty’s armed forces Toc Hh 
play a part for the welfare of men and boys appropri 
Poperinghe.

The 
hospitality scheme for overscas boys serving as apprentices in the Royal Air Force has 


made a successful beginning and Toc H hopes to maintain and expand it in ensuing 
ycars. 


The Viscount Wakefield of Hythe, our President, has recently placed at our 
disposal a splendid site for the future Imperial Headquarters of Toc H on Tower Hill, 
which will enable us eventually to bring together all the organs of central control of 
the movement on one historic spot in the City of London, but the circumstances of 


the moment have obliged us to postpone the attempt to raise the funds necessary for 
the actual building. 


It is onc of the functions of Toc H to influence the movement of public opinion 
towards the spread of Christian thought and action. An instance of this is the wide- 
spread interest in the Leprosy Campaign, in which Toc H has worked in active and 
effective support of the British Empire Leprosy Relief Association. This work has 
been rendered infinitely more cffective in that it has been backed by the tangible 
evidence furnished by the practical readiness of Toc Н men to volunteer for leprosy 
work in the field. 


Finally we would wish to assure Your Majesty that there is ample evidence of the 
readiness of Toc H members to meet by personal service and sacrifice, which is our 
tradition, the needs of these critical times and also to pursue steadily their special task 
of sprcading that understanding between men through which, in God's providence, 
the divisions that now separate men and nations may finally be overcome.

Its Aims 


‘That is an excellent Statement, in very few words, of the true purpose of Гос H. Its 
aims and methods were defined in greater detail in the earliest * document ' of the movement, 
known as the Four Points of the Compass. which was drawn up in 1921 at a meeting of 
Philip Clayton (* Tubby,’ its Founder Padre), ‘Dick’ Sheppard and Alec Paterson. (see 
page 8). 

In the following year two further statements reaflirmed these aims beyond any doubt. 
In the first, the Royal Charter granted in December, 1922, the * Objcéls ' of Тос ET are laid 
down as four, the first of these being : —

pronounced according to the Army signaller's 
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Talbot House, with its very beautiful chapel or ‘ Upper Room’ оп the top floor, continued 
its work among serving men in Flanders until after the Armistice. ‘The Old House’ was 
bought and presented to Toc H in 1929 by Lord Wakefield, and is steadily used by parties 
of members going over to Belgium on weck-end pilgrimage. 

Тос H was re-born in London in the carly months of 1920. Its earliest members had 
served together in the Ypres Salient, but from the first it had no intention of being an 
"exeserviee ' association. Its aim was, in the words of its Royal Charter, “to preserve and 
to transmit to future generations” certain war-time traditions, and today the very great 
majority of its members are too young to have served in the Great War. Anglican chaplains 


had founded Talbot House, but Гос Н has never геӛгібісі its membership to any one 
denomination of the Christian Church. 


The movement soon spread to places outside London and in 1922 it made its first start 
overseas, in Canada. Since then it has reached all parts of the English-speaking world, and, 
in some cases, beyond. Today there are 1,118 Branches and Groups at home and 395 
OVCTSCUS. 


Its Organisation 


"Гос H is governed by an elected Central Council of one hundred members, which meets 
annually and appoints an. Executive Committee (see page 5). 

In the British Isles and the Dominions Toc H is organised in Areas, which are sub-divided 
into Districts, each containing a certain number of Branches and Groups (the probationary 
slage of a Branch). Fhe first form of Тос H after the War was a residential house, called 
“Мағ 1, and there are now twenty-two such Marks and other Houses at home and eight 
abroad. There are also a good many ' Lone Units’ scattered round the world, and a growing 


service membership in the Royal Navy, Army and Royal Air Force, and a Steady connection 
with some hundreds of Schools. 


A small whole-time Mal, padre and lav, paid or honorary, working at Fleadquarters 
(47. Francis Street, London, S.W.1) and in the Areas at home and abroad, directs and 
supports the work of a great body of local voluntary leaders, both padres and laymen. 


is Work 


The membership of Гос H consists of men, from the age of sixteen upwards, of all classes, 
traditions and opinions. Its first aim is to bring the greatest variety of men together in 
fellowship and mutual understanding; on many points they must ‘agree to differ’ but 
they remain friends. 


Their friendship is based on voluntary common service for others in a great varicty of 
fields. This has three main aspects: (1) Individual help and care to the sick, the handicapped, 
the lonely, the prisoner, the wayfarer, and all who need friendship. (Whole-time service by 
a number of Toc H volunteers in Leper Colonies in West Africa and elsewhere has been a 
special * job ' in recent years.) (2) Leadership of clubs, troops, camps and classes belonging to 
organisations outside Toc H; service on public committees and in civic life. (3) Corporate 
‘jobs’ done by teams of members in connection with hospitals, libraries, occupational centres, 
fair-grounds, casual wards, blood transfusion, etc. The service of a Branch or Group is helped 
and directed by a ‘ Jobmaster,’ chosen for the purpose.

Name and Dedication : Tre Prince’s Lamp: IN MEMORY oF His FniENDs. 


This, the first Lamp of all, was presented to Toc H by H.R.H, the Duke of Windsor, when 
Prince of Wales, and first lit by him at Guildhall, London, on December 15, 1922. It stands, 
perpetually burning, on the tomb of Sir John Croke, one of the first Wardens of the Guild 
of St. Mary (founded 1465), in the Church of All Hallaws, Barking-by-the-Tower, in the 
City of London. It is now enshrined in a bronze-gilt and enamelled casket, decorated with 
the insignia of Toc H Branches and Houses, which was unveiled by the Prince of Wales 
on December 15, 1923. All new Lamps (except in Australia from 1927 to 1935) have been 

lit from it, and it is thus used to-night,

Rushlights of Groups 


Tur Коѕниснт, a replica іп bronze of the old English domeStic rushlight holder, with 
the Double Cross added, is the symbol of a Group (the probationary unit) of Тос Н. This 
is bestowed without ceremony and is surrendered in exchange for a Lamp when the Group 
is promoted to Branch Status. The Rushlight is used in the same way as the Lamp. 


The Guard of the Lamp

Last year, the Chain started in Calcutta, after the sparkling sunshine of a cold weather 
day in North India. Men had travelled from all over India to be present, one of them four 
thousand miles, and all accounts agree that those four days in Calcutta pulled Toc H India 
together better than anything that had happened for years. 


This year, the Chain is starting among the deep frosts of Toronto; and, once more, 
there will be a gathering of brothers who have travelled far across the iron-hard hills and 
plains to be present at the Lighting of the Lamp. 


This first Lamp will be lit by Mrs. Н. Н. Laxcrox, a member of the Toc H League of 
Women Helpers and sister of Major Ермихр Streer, who was one of the earliest visitors to 
Talbot House іп 1915 and its firm friend until his death on the Somme in 1916 (sec Tales of 
Talbot House, pp. 12, 40 and 47). Round this Lamp, in the Chapel of Mark II (Canada), a 
Vigil will be maintained by members, while the Light is passed on westwards as the world 
rotates and until it is reccived back twenty-four hours later. 


At nine o'clock on the evening of December 11 the Light Starts on its way. First, it 
takes a sharp bend backwards, as if the world (like Toc H) had drawn back for a fresh Start. 
The Lamps down South in the West Indies, Brazil, Argentine and Chile edge in first. 
Then the twinkling points of light Stream steadily Westward. They blaze а Steady path 
across Canada to Vancouver, leap South and West across the Pacific to New Zealand, then 
through Australia with answering twinkles from Tokyo, Tientsin, Shanghai and Hong 
Kong up North. 


Next, a whole cluster lights up in Malaya, Burma, India and Ceylon. The lights nena 
and then prick out two separate paths; one South-West to Kenya, шнын апд dawn ft 
Africa and up the West Coast, the other Westward to Aden and Mot 
Palestine, Iraq, Egypt and Paris, leading to a great triangular blaze 10 TS British.
